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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by the Sidiropoulos et al 
reference (U.S. Patent 6,573,779). 

Sidiropoulos discloses in figure 4 an apparatus comprising a true differential clock line 
(IN+) and a complement differential clock line (EST-) alternately driven to opposite states when a 
differential clock is present and pulsing; an output capacitor (C+) coupled to an output node 
(OUT+); a first differential transistor (Mnl), having a gate receiving the true differential clock 
line, for drawing a first discharge current (drain-source path of Mnl); a first mirror transistor 
(Mpl), coupled to the first differential transistor, for generating a first mirror current (drain- 
source path of Mpl) in response to a bias voltage applied to a gate of the first mirror transistor; a 
second differential transistor (Mn2), having a gate receiving the complement differential clock 
line, for drawing a second discharge current (drain-source path of Mn2); a second mirror 
transistor (Mp2), coupled to the second differential transistor, for generating a second mirror 
current in response to the bias voltage applied to a gate of the second mirror transistor as 
required by claim 1 . It is noted that limitation "wherein pulsing of the differential clock draws 
the first and second currents from the output capacitor to drive the output node to a clock-present 
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state, whereby presence of the differential clock is detected" is seen as result of the structure of 
the apparatus. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 1-20 are allowed. 

4. Claims 2-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record fails to disclose an apparatus comprising elements being configured as recited 
in claims. Specifically, none of the prior art teaches limitation "a leaker for driving a leakage 
current to the output node, the leakage current being less than the first discharge current" as 
required by claim 2; and "a first diode means" and "a second diode means" as recited in claims 
11 and 16.
